erope. Very little rain has falls* and 
much sunshine has prevailed. 


The condition of growing crops Is now 


less satisfactory than at the close of the 
preceding v/eek. The prevaleue* of high 
temperature and the absence of ralnfaJl 
for the past s»ix days has eaused crops to 
ripen prematurely. The corn crop being 
late has been aftt-cted, though not so 
seriously a» have rowen, buckwheat and 
late vegetables The peach crop Is, per- 
haps, suffering more thin any other 
fruit. Peaches are sraall and of poo* 
quality. The week has been favorabla 
for the housing of tobacco and for the 
threshing of wheat, oats and barley. It 
Is too dry for plowing. Grasshoppers 
continue to do much damage In Maine, 
beans, turnips and pastures being de- 
stroyed.

growth. Some rowen has been cut, but 
it t« very lisnt.

promise a larger yield than the early 
varieties.

Mr. Bryan as well as Governor Ro'ose- 
velt were inlvited to make addresses in 
Chicago on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion 'of Labor day. Both accepted and 
both made addresses Governor Roose- 
velt confined himself entirely to sociol- 
ogical and economic problems, making 
a valuable speech 
In which there 


wasn't a word of p litics or a thing that 
could be construed as having reference 
to the contents of the party platforms. 
Not so Mr. Bryan. Mr. Bryanl made a 
campaign speech, running his limited 
gamut of money, Imperialism, trusta- 
and government by injunction!

The opening day is of course little 


more than preliminary to the two days 
that follow, and this morning all was 
confusion anid hurry to get things in 
shape 'on the grounds.

In 1878 Adna H. Chaffee, now major 


general commanding the American 
forces In Chioa, was^i captain of cav- 
alry, stationed In Arizona. 1'hen, SB 
now, he was a man of sharp, brusque 
speech. Never did he coddle his men, 
yet na commander ever had more de- 
voted followers, says a Phenix (A. T.) 
dispatch to the New York Sun. He and 
his troopers rarely knew the comforts 
of garrison lifCj for where there were 
Indians and trouble there also were 
Chaffee and his men. 


Tho order removing the Tavapnl 


Apaches from the valley of the upper 
Verdo river to the White mountain res- 
ervation on the Gila was the cause of 
considerable disturbance among the 
Apaches, and so the better part of one 
winter was spent by ChafEee In the 
fleld. The weather was bad. One par- 
ticularly wet and miserable day Chaf- 
fee had to spend in his Sibley tent 
The fire in the UUle conical sheet iron 
stove simply wouldn't bi)rn. The cap- 
tain summoned his dog robber, as the 
soldiers playfully term an officer's per. 
sonal attendant. 


"Bring some dry wood," he com- 


manded.

The soldier, an Irish veteran, known ] 


to history as Muldoon, stood at atten- ! 
tlon and replied, "Capt'in, there don't 
be anny." 


"I know better!" the officer snapped, 


"Get out of hei't and don't come back 
without dry wood!" 


Muldoon saluted, about faced and 


slushed through the mud on his hope- 
less quest. Wood assuredly must have 
been hard to find, for he failed to re- 
turn that day or that year and was 
finally dropped as a deserter, 


Two years later Chaffee, promoted to 


be major, was in command of Fort Mc- 
Dowell, on the lower Verde, 100 miles 
south of the point where Muldoon had 
disappeared in the rain.

The fact that the Indians are fast 


adopting the • tactics of the pnlefauea 
was shown very clearly in the jollifica- 
tion that the full bloods held ovor the 
result o< the recent election of a chief 
and assistant chief of the Osage tribe. 
It was generally supposed that the half 
breeds' or Progressive party candidate j 
would be elected, as the half breeds ! 
are conceded to he the stronger faction, 
> 


but It seems that the full bloods did | 
some active campaign -ocork and camo ; 
out victorious. The total vote cast was i 
320, Ne-kah-wab-she-tnn-lcah getting 38 ] 
majority for principal chief and James i 
Bfgheart 8 majority f«r assistant-chief. 


The full blood party, according to an 


Independence (Kan.) dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean, felt very Jubilant 
over the result and proceeded to cele- 
brate the next day. The new chief 
lives near Gray Horse, but he had es- 
tabllshejJ a camp just west of Paw- 
huslia, the capital of the nation. The 
next day the party inarched Trrto the 
capital city headed by the Pawhuska 
Indian band. The procession was led 
by Antwine Albert, a prominent leader 
of the full blood party, who carried a 
United States flag. The profession 
mnrcheil around town and finally as- 
sembled lu front of the council house, 
where the Indian government holds 
forth. 
TIf>re tho two miecessful candi- 


dates mounted the steps and addressed 
the assembled braves in their native 
language. The Indians shouted and 
yelled and behaved much as do thnlr 
brother politicians of lighter complex- 
ion. 


After the new officers had finished 


gome of the lesser lights spoke, among 
them Saucy Chief and Wy-no-she, and j 
then the procession headed for the j 
camp west of town, where a barbecue, 
toasts, games, dancing and other 
amusements were indulged in until the ] 
next day. 


This will probably be the last cele- 


bration the Osages will crer hold over 
the election of a chief, as the Indian 
government will probably be soon abol- 
ished.

'An Attempt «• B* V*d» to 


World'* Record Par Loayr 
Gun FVoin • Prt-vmte Plant to De 
V»e<l-Full Display at W»r Material 
Planned. 
It is announced la ordnance circles 


tli nt the attempt to beat the world's 
rei-oril for range witli a hcuivy gnn of 
American manufacture will be attempt- 
ed by oue of the big steel plants of the 
country au«l uot by the government au- 
thorities, says a Washington dispatch 
to the New York Post. The tiring site 
will be at the Pan-American exposi- 
tion at Buffalo, and the tiring feature, 
it is rfiid, will be incidental to the dis- 
play of ordnance and war material at 
that exposition. 


Already the Kruppa of Germany are 


reported to have taken the alarm, and 
the Krupp management is out with a 
statement that an attempt will soon 
be made on their Heppen range to beat 
the present record, which is 12% miles. 
It was made in 1892 with a 9.45 inch 
Krupp coast defense gun, fired by the 
German emperor In person, and the 
shot is commonly referred to as the 
"emperor's shot." The German shot 
outranked the English jubilee shot of 
1888, commonly referred to as the 
•'queen's," when the English attained 
'a range with a 9.2 inch gun of 12 miles. 


Ordnance men ara calculating' on a 


flight of 19. miles for a shell from one 
of the new navy 40 caliber 12 inch gun 
types. This range, they say, is attain- 
able provided an Initial velocity of 
8,000 feet per second is secured. It is 
noteworthy that Rear Admiral O'Neil, 
the chief of ordnance of the navy, ha3 
assignee" working muzzle velocities for 
the new 40 caliber guns of 3,000 foot 
seconds. 


As now planned, the shell to be fired 


at Buffalo will weigh 1,050 pounds, 
whereas the standard 12 inch navy 
ehell weighs 850 pounds. la case the 
heavier projectile is employed there 
will necessarily be a lower initial veloc- 
ity, but the 1,050 pound shell, it ia 
claimed, -will hold its flight longer than 
the standard 850 pounder. The firing 
range at Buffalo will be over the sur- 
face of Lake Eri£. 


According to information in tbe pos- 


session. of the ordnance officials, the 
display of war articles at the Pan- 
Airierlcan exposition will probably be 
the only one of the kind ever^seen in 
this or any other country, and it will 
comprise every item of equipment suit- 
able for military and naval forces that 
it is possible to_ secure In the United 
States. 
The grouping . will range in 


Items from a 12 inch 02 ton gun down 
to a pocket emergency ration. 
Field 


batteries of artillery, camp equipage, 
accouternjents of -all sorts, machine 
and rapid flre guns, torpedoes, military 
small arms, shipbuilding structure and, 
in fact, everything that might Interest 
foreign purchasing officers, will be 
grouped in one exhibit. The exhibit in 
que&Uoa will be a collective commer- 
cial one in contradistinction to a gov- 
ernment display. Everything seen In 
the commercial group will represent 
something purchasable, whereas the 
very opposite will hold true In the gov- 
ernment collection. 


The Pan-American management haa 


undertaken to send out notifications 
through 'diplomatic channels to every 
government in the world relative to 
the "-war goods" display at Buffalo aud 
Inviting naval and military commis- 
sions to inspect the collaborative show- 
Ing. Already every South American 
government save one has signified its 
Intention of sending a special commis- 
sion to the United States. 


What is regarded by ordnance men. 


as especially attractive Is the proposed 
firing/ butt feature at Buffalo, whereby 
manufacturers can show by actual 
firing work tlie capabilities of their 
machine and automatic guns. 
To 


enable this work to be carried on It is 
planned to have a tunnel built under 
the bluff on. which the ordnance ma- 
terial will be located. The guns will 
be fired Into the tunnel, and the con- 
ditions will approach as nearly as pos- 
sible those existing on government 
proving grounds. This firing feature 
la something entirely new in exposi- 
tion. work. 


The specific object of the ordnance 


display at Buffalo, it is said, is to dem- 
onstrate to official commissions of for- 
eign countries the capabilities of Amer- 
ican plants to undertake the filling !$ 
bulk of orders for the maintenance of 
the military and naval forces of foreign 
states. Prior to 189S South American 
countries plaefd their orders almost 
exclusively on the continent of Europe 
or in the United Kingdom. The manu- 
facturers who ore getting together at 
Buffalo hope to show by the display 
which they are collaborating there tliat 
the United Spates offers at present a 
fleld where military equipment can be 
purchased cheaper than anywhere else. 
This display will also indicate to Amer- 
icans the immense strides made in the 
United States lately in tho develop- 
ment of war material producing estab- 
lishments. Those in n position to know 
say that the ordnance showing which 
It was possible to make at Chicago in 
1893 will be Infantile in comparison 
with the one at the Pan-American.

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You have read of adventures and 


mysteries connected with locomotives, 
but on the B. and 6. road we had a 
plain, ordinary freight car which came 
to be talked about more than all the 
rest of the rolling stock put together. 
It was a stoutly built box car, painted 
a dark brown, and the number on Bides 
nnd ends was 1414. 
The first trip of 


the car was down to Petersburg, to be 
loaded with wheat. There were six 
empty cars in all on the train, ail 
wheat cars, and they were in the mid- 
dle of a string of 30 cars. Fifteen miles 
north of Petersburg was the crossing 
of the M. P. road. At the crossing all 
trains had to slacken speed, and when 
this particular train drew near steani 
was shut off, and the speed of 20 miles 
an hour was reduced to ten.

After 
running along us smoothly as you 
please for 30 miles she suddenly balk-

ed—that Is, her wheels gripped the ' 
rails as If both brakes had been twist- ' 
ed by a arlant's band, fire flew from the 
rails, and, as the coupling on the next 
car ahead gave way, the train broke in ' 
two, and there was cussing to beat the ' 
band. There was no earthly excuse 
for such conduct on the part of 1414. 
Her journals were well packed, the

! brakes off and the track all right. ' 
When the train was coupled up, she 
moved off with the otlier cars like a 
snake going over the grass, but after a 
ten mile run she gripped again and 
again broke the train.

CIVIUZING ALASKA. 


Whm* the American Bureau of E0«» 


cation Is Doing. 


In Alaska the entire work of educa- 


tion IB under the direction of the Unit- 
ed States bureau of education, says Dr. 
W. T. Han-lii In Aluelcc'e Magazine for 
September. 


Alaska is a big rock, covering 400,000 


rquare miles, that Is covered with mo»» 
In the most barren places. It Is the 
kind of moBS that the reindeer eat. The 
human being can live on mow also, but 
It Is better to have the reindeer eat the 
moss ond provide man with meat and 
milk. 


In the work of education in Alaska 


the object has been to prepare the na- 
tives to take up the Industries and 
modes of life of the states and to In- 
duce them to disc(-;.'.*'iiue their ancient 
tribal customs. 
It hud been obvious I 


from the beginning of the government j 
subsidies in 1885-6 that there should 
be not only education In the elemen- 
tary English branches, but also a train- 
ing in the employments of civilized 
life. From the first at all the missions 
established by different religious de- 
nominations there was instruction In 
cooking, housekeeping and clothesmak- 
Ing. Then followed more careful edu- 
cation In the trades of carpentering, 
blacksmlthing and shoemaking under 
the direction of the bureau of educa- 
tion, which subsidized for this purpose 
the Presbyterian Industrial school at 
Bitka. It was believed that If the na- 
tives of Alaska could be taught to use 
the Emglish language, be brought under 
Christian influence by the missionaries 
and be trained in suitable forms of in- 
dustry the increasing white population 
of Alaska, composed of Immigrants 
from the states, would be able to em- 
ploy them in mining, transportation 
and the production of food. It was 
found, however, that in order to reach 
the thousands of primitive inhabitants 
of Alaska something entirely out of the 
ordinary in educational methods must 
serve as a beginning. 


The idea of Introducing herds of rein- 


deer and of persuading the natives to 
care for them was first suggested in 
1S91. This plan was suggested by Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson and Captain Healy of 
the United States revenue cuiter Bear. 
Forty thousand natives engaged In 
reindeer herding and transportation 
would not only be brought a step fur- 
ther toward civilization, but would fur- 
nish the contingent needed to make 
possible the mining Industry. 
After 


four years of experiment It became 
certain that this project would prove a 
success.
